June 29.—Preparing 
for another m ajor transfer of the 
government's huge gold reserve, se­ 
cret orders were disclosed Friday for 
the rush construction of a new sub­ 
terranean vault in the center of an 
army post thirty-one miles from 
Louisville, Ky. 
Into it will be transferred a good 
portion of the billions in gold now 
held by the government In New York 
and Philadelphia. 
The structure, officials reluctantly 
disclosed, will be built in continua­ 
tion of the policy of moving precious 
m onetary reserves awray from vul­ 
nerable coast cities to more isolated 
inland territory. 
T hat policy was Instituted months 
ago and has resulted in the ship­ 
ment of nearly $3,000,000,000 worth 
of gold from S an Francisco to Den­ 
ver. 
Protected Bv Mountains 
Completion of the project at Fort i 
Knox, Ky., will mean that the Rocky 
M ountains on one side of the conti­ 
nent and the A ppalachians on the 
other separate the nation’s monetary 
base from any possible enemy attack 
on either seaboard.

ther, tho new general headquarters 
air force squadron at Langley field, 
Virginia, Is not far away in the m at­ 
ter of air miles. 
1,300 Troops a t Fort 
In addition, should an army try to 
reach the gold and succeed in forc­ 
ing its way over the mountains, it 
would find Itself opposed to 1,300- 
the present com plem ent—or more 
troops. 
The army Is not assum ing respon­ 
sibility for protection of the gold. 


Treasury guards will do that.

army Is simply turning the neces­ 
sary land over to the treasury.
